WORKING PRINCIPLES 


Given the fact that the secondary gravitational and elec- 
tromagnetic forces that can and do affect not only all 
spatial coordinates qua coordinates/qua physical geog-

Capricorn at a given time when the earth's position in 
relationship to the other planets in the solar system 

of which the earth is a component is say XXYX might un- 
derstand and/or utilize the principles of revision that 
are utilized by artists differently from the manner in 
which that same creator would understand and/or utilize 
those same principles were the earth's relative position 
in the solar system of which the earth is a component at 
that time for example XYXX--similarly it is certainly 
possible that a potentially art-productive Homo sapiens 
situated at a given longitude on the Tropic of Capricorn
